old lawyers, To; young lawyers, unmar- 
ried, 25; capitalists and bankers, 7o ; 
clerks living at homo. 20 ; clerks hoard- 
ing, K>; merchants, 60; mechanics, 70. 

A Montreal physician, when he heard 
of the reporter's investigations, express- 
ed the wish that they had boon pushed 
further, so that he could tell how differ- 
ent people slept after tlley got homcQ 
In his practice ho had found that a ma- 
jority of his patients were troubled with 
sleeplessness. If did not seem eontincd 

to any particular class or profession, but 
afflicted alike the clerk and the capital- 
ist, the mechanic and professional man.

CHARGED WITH MUJ4DER. 

A Captain Accused of Poisoning a Boy 
at Sea. 

The schooner Lillie L. has arrived at 
Port Townsend after a cruise after seals. 
Soon after the vessel's arrival a report 
gained currency that a young man 
named Sturgis, one of the crow, had 
been poisoned while the schooner was 
cruising off the Cape, and u reporter of 
the Morning header interviewed two of 
the crew regarding the mutter. The 
story they told is as follows : Jesse H. 
Sturgis is the name of the young man 
poisoned. He was less than twenty-two 
years of age and is believed to have loft 
his home, near Portland, and gone to 
San Francisco, where he was taken 
aboard the Lillie L. His parents are 
said to be well-to-do fanners near Port- 
land, who are not yet aware of the 
fate of their boy. 

" We were cruising along the coast 
for some time with little success, en- 
countering much rough weather. Voung 
Sturgis was taken sick on January 27th , 
his sickness being the effect of sleeping 
in a wet bunk, from which he con- 
tracted a severe cold and rheumatism. 
The captain was told that the hoy was 
sick, but he did not go to see him. 
When the captain refused to move Stur- 
gis we took Iii in aft, where he could be 
given better care. 

"The captain was drunk most of the 
time, and was very disagreeable. He- 
was always cursing unci swearing at 
everyone and threatened several times 
to sail into port and leave the boats in 
which the hunters were out in the 
Strait, till finally the hunters threw 
overboard live gallons of bis whiskey. 
The captain finally grew tired of the 
complaints of the hunters, and as he 
Wanted to get as many skins as possible 
before returning he told the hunters 
with an oath that he would got the boy 
out of the way. Finally, on the 1 lit h of 
February, tho complaints became so 
loud that the drunken captain told the 
men that he would 'fix' it about the 
hoy. 

"I was on watch that night, and 
about half-past eleven o'clock was sur- 
prised to see the captain staggering from 
the boy's room, as be had never boon to 
see him before. Sturgis was then im- 
proving rapidly and would soon have 
been up, and I remarked to the captain 
that the boy was almost well; he said, 
• Oh. no, he won't last any longer,' and 
then told me bo knew the boy would 
soon (lie, adding, ' I have smoothed the 
way for him.' I did not think much 
about it until the boy died, about two 
hours afterward. Then the cook, who 
is an Italian named Antone Miller, told 
me a story that convinced mc Captain 
Moorhouse was n. murderer. 

"Tho cook told me the captain went 
with him to the boy's hunk, with the 
purpose, as he said, of giving him some 
whisky. The captain poured out what, 
lie said was forty drops of the liquid, 
but being drunk his hand was unsteady 
and he really poured out much more 
than that amount. According to orders 
the cook repeated the dose a : hort time 
afterward, and then noticing the boy 
growing rapidly worse, went to the 
captain, who assuied iiiiu the boy would 
soon die, as it was laudanum, instead of 
whisky, that had been given him. 

'"Good God 1' exclaimed the cook, 
'did you give that boy Laudanum?' 
'Yes,' answered the captain, 'ami we 
will soon bo rid of him.' When the cook 
told me his story 1 took down every 
word of it, and have sinco given it to 
one of the officers on the W'olcott, and 
want to get a warrant in the bands of 
the United States marshal. 

"The day after the boy died ho was 
sewed up in a canvas hag and the mate 
ordered bis body thrown overboard, but 
We first made him read the burial ser- 
vice over it. I am thoroughly con- 
vinced that the captain of the Lillie L. 
is guilty of a cold-blooded and premedi- 
tated murder, and 1 am determined that 
he shall be brought to answer for the 
crime. 1 saw the Indian agent 
at Neah Bay, who advised us 
to come to Port Townsend at 
once ami place the matter in the bands 
of the authorities. Capt. Moorhouse 
did not want to come to this port, but 
we insisted on his doing so, and hope 
the matter will be inquired into. I was 
told that the captain was act-ii to give 
the cook some money this morning, and 
that since that time the cook has dis- 
appeared, but 1 don't know how true 
this is. 

"Jesse Slurgus was one of the most 
agreeable young men I ever met. and 
was liked by everybody on hoard the 
schooner, excepting the captain, 1t'\0 
treated the boy shamefully. In fact I 
have never, during the eighteen years I 
have followed the sea, seen anyone more 
grossly mistreated by a captain."

lord Randolph's speech. 

Despite the sneers and contemptuous 
references to herd Randolph's attack 
upon tho government last night, there 

is abundant evidence that the Tories 
were hit hard and still leel the effects of 
the shafts of the Tory democratic 
leader. The comparative small major- 
ity by which Mr. Cable's motion was re- 
jected is another source of annoyance ; 
and altogether the ministerialists are in 
an unhappy frame of mind in the con- 
templation of the undeniable fact that 
they have lost ground. In view of this 
state of affairs the ministry is already 
casting about for some means of recover- 
ing the popularity which tho 
party has forfeited by its course 
since the opening of the session, 
und it is stated that the government 
will attempt to achieve that end by 
bringing in a bill placing tea and coffco 
on the tree list. Although the govern- 
ment's course has greatly increased the 
chances of the Liberals in muny con- 
stituencies hitherto controlled by Con- 
servatives, the effect of Lord Randolph 
Churchill's speech in the Tory strong- 
hold represented by him has been much 
like that of a boomerang. To say that 
Lord Randolph's constituents are furious 
over his hist night's performance, is put- 
ting it mildly. Scarcely one can 
be found among them who does not con- 
demn bis utterances in the most vigor- 
ous English at his command, und already 
the suggestion is rife to hold a mass 
meeting to denounce him, though the 
political managers will hardly permit 
so extreme a course. 

THE 'VARSITV BOAT RACE. 

The Oxford and Cambridge 'varsity 
crews ure practicing daily over the uni- 
versity course. In to-day's trial the 
Oxfords did the -1A miles in l!M7, while 
the Cambridge crew at a later hour oc- 
cupied 21:00 in covering the suine dis- 
tance.

SHORTER WORKINU HOURS. 

The German minister of war has or- 
dered that tho working hours of the 
men employed in the gun I ictories and 
other military works at Spandau be re- 
duced to ton hours per day. Heretofore 
the men have worked thirteen hours. 
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London, March 12.— In the House of 
Commons on Tuesday night the debate

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A FAIR OF BE A UTIES. 

The Times and the News-Advertiser 
keep on hnnimerinp at tlio arbitration 
clause of the Attorney-General's Rail- 
way Bill. It is easy to see that neither 
of thutn has the slightest idea of how 
the olatlBe will work, ami they cannot 
comprehend the principle on which it is 
baaed. Still they have the impudence, 
on their sole authority, to require their 
readers to believe that the railway com- 
mittee of the Dominion Parliament anil 
the committees of the different pro- 
vincial legislatures are composed 
either of knaves or fools who 
are not as well lilted to draw 
up a workable railway law aa the wise- 
acres who write the editorials for those 
sheets. The Dominion law has been re- 
vised by the best legal talent of the Do- 
minion. It has been examined and re- 
examined by men who understand the 
circumstances of the country and who 
are at least us capable and as honest as 
the editors of these two newspapers or 
the men who contribute to their columns 
and who inspire them. Its arbitration 
clause is precisely the same in prin- 
ciple as that of the railway bill 
now before the provincial legislature ol 
this province. Yet these solons who 
know nothing whatever about law, and 
who have no experience in legislation, 
take upon themselves to condemn tin- 
law made by men of ability and experi- 
ence. They certainly ire examples ol 
the truth of the saying that "Fools rush 
in where angels fear to tread." 

Not content with displaying his ignor- 
ance of the working of the arbitration 
laws of the Dominion, the News Adver- 
tiser becomes insolent and offensive. 
It boorishly asserts that the Attorney- 
General is the Colonist's "master," 
und we are sorry to see that the Times, 
of which better things might be expect- 
ed, becomes a participator in the inex- 
cusable breach of good manners by quot- 
ing the offensive passage. No one but u 
boor or a ruffian wantonly insults those 
with whom he comes in contact. The 
insult does no harm to the person 
against whom it is directed, while it 
stamps the insulter as a person devoii 
alike of good sense and good breeding. 
There are, we are sorry to say, some 
men who, when they find themselves in 
the editor's chair, consider that they 
arc under no obligation to observe the 
amenities of decent society. The scribe 
of the News-Ad > ertiser is one of these. 
It was newspaper men of this kind 
whose conduct and language disgusted 
President Eliot, of Harvard College, 
and caused him to speak of them as he 
did. 

There is not, of course, a particle of 
truth in the News-Advertiser's taunt 
The Attorney-General is no more Tuk 
Colonist's master than is the proprietor 
of tho News- Advertiser, But the truth, 
or the falsehood, of his insulting re 
mark gave the editor no concern what- 
ever. Ho was bound to be odensiv 
nod for his purpose a lie wao quite as 
acceptable as the truth.

thousands of electors to hear what there 
s to be said iti favor of the Irish 
igitators.

misses. We do not think that 
we are mistaken when we say that Lord 
rXaudolph Churchill's speech will do 
noro to help the Gludstoniau party in 
the country than all the others that 
vere delivered during the course of tho 
lebate, not excepting that of Mr. Glad- 
stone himself.

It will be singular if, after this, Lord 
Randolph is considered a member of the 
Conservative party, lie is really not 
i Conservative theoretically or prac- 
tically, lie docs not possess the Con- 
servative 'temperament, lie was a Con- 
lervative by the accident of birth and 
jarly association, but he has for years 
>eeu breaking through all artificial re- 
i train ts and the radical in the man has 
been asserting itself until at last it has 
become predominant. Let Lord Kan- 
lolph Churchill call himself what he 
.vill, and let his political associates be 
vhom they may, it has beon abundantly 
ivident that lie is in grain the very 
reverse of a Conservative 



AN ERRATIC STATESMAN. 

Lord Randolph Churchill is not to bo 
depended on as a party man. He evi 
deutly-has no regard for the interests of 
party and ho cannot be depended upon 
in an exigency to say a word in favor of 

tho one to which he nominally belongs. 

Loid Randolph is a man with ideas of 
his own, which he will not suppress to 
pleaso any one or to help any party. 
When his assistance is needed that is 
evidently tho very time that he choose- 
to leavo his friends in the lurch. It Si 
happens, too, that his opinions arc often 
directly opposed to those of his leaders 
and are very far from being in accord 
auco with the traditions of the Conserv- 
ative party. 

Ho has become of late years ultr 
democratic. He is on some questions 
more radical than the radicals. dust 
now he affects socialism, or something 
that is very closely related lo socialism. 
He favors the interference of tho State 
in the labor question. Ho believes in 
regulating the hours of labor by law. i 
few days ago a deputation of miner 
waited on Mr. Gladstone and on Lord 
Randolph Churchill. They wanted 1 
Hament to enact a law making eight 
hours a day's labor underground. Mr, 
Gladstone expressed his sympathy with 
the miners. He believed that an eight 
hours' shift was quite long enough, but 
ho was cautious in what he said about 
invoking the aid of the law with ro- 
spect to the relations between employers 
and workpeople. Hut Lord Randolph 
Churchill, though professedly a Tory, 
expressed himself without qualification 
in favor ol an eight-hour law. He con- 
sidered that this was a matter that 
called for tho interference of tho State, 
and he no doubt, advocate the pas 

sage of a law limiting the hours of 
labor, for miners at any rate, to eight 
hours a day. Then I his orratio, Tory 
nobleman has expressed himsoli in fav- 
or of temperance legislation. He 1ms 
become .a convert to the principles long 
held by the Radical reformer, Sir Wil- 
fred Lawson. 

When Lord Randolph becomes a con- 
vert to a theory he is not content to en- 
joy his new opinions quietly. Like 
proselytes generally, he is loud in the 
advocacy of the views he has embraced, 
and is bound to gain converts to his now 
opinions. And heiuganiiin of considerable 
ability and much force of character 
he exercises a good deal of Influence 
among tho younger and mora activo- 
minded members of his party.

national debt of Canada is becoming 
dangerously large, and that the (iovern 
ment is recklessly plunging the country 
into deht. But when the matter is coi 
udered coolly and rationally it will 1 
found that the Governments of Cunai 
have been very prudent in the matter of 
incurring obligations, and tjiat there is 
to-ilay very much to show in the way of 
public works of different kinds for the 
debts they have contracted. 

Compared with Australia the Do 
minion may be almost be said to be mi 
embarrassed. Australia contains some 
where about throe millions of in 
habitants. The Colonies of which 
it is composed have within 
i.ho last fifteen years contracted 
fifty-five Government loans, amounting 
in all to the enormous sum of $795,000, 
000. The floating debts, the munici 
pality debts, and the debts on harbors, 
docks and tramways amount to JIloO, 
000,000 more. These three millions of 
colonists at the Antipodes have to hear 
i burden of debt of over one thousand 
millions of dollars. This is an immense 
load for such a small number of peopl 
to bear, and it is said that the Gscil 
system of some of the colonies is not 
inch as is calculated to enable them to 
bear the burden easily. The country 
is, however, very rich, and its resources 
ire practically inexhaustible. Its ii 
habitants will learn to be wiser as tl 
colonies grow older. They may have I 
pay dearly for their experienci 
but then.- is no fear of a com 
try peopled by Anglo-Saxons, which 
possesses great resources, waiting to hi 
developed, going to wreck and ruin, be 
calico one generation has been impro 
vident and has adopted a vicious lisca' 
policy. Australia, in spite of its im 
mense debt and the mistakes whicl 
somo of its colonies arc making, is 
destined to become a great country. 
There is a movement on foot to con- 
federate the different colonies. Once 
confederated I hey will feel that union 
is strength. Mistakes will be corrected 
and the country will make immense 
strides in material progress and in 
national importance.

street >;r=ul«. If be did not do so he 
could not afterwards complain, when tho 
street was graded according to tho gen- 
eral plan, but if the general plan was 
departed f rom, or if no general plan was 
laid down, tho city had to compensate. 
The present proposal would allow the 
council to improve u man out of his 
property, which was little better than 
plunder and robbery. 

Mr. Semlin charged the lion, attor- 
ney-general with assailing in this 
an diriment a principle exactly similar 
to what ho bad supported in the railway 
bill. 

Hon. Mr. Davie— 'Will the hon. gen- 
tleman show in any singular particular 
how any clause iu tbe railway bill com- 
pares with the proposal now before tho 
House. 

Mr. Semlin, continuing, .laid the Hon. 
Attorney-General was raising a tempest 
in a teapot, and was most inconsistent, 
although in this particular instance, he 
(Mr. Semlin), ngreed with the views of 
the Hon. Attorney-General, hut he 
thought that with that hon. gentleman 
it was a caso of "whose <>x happened to 
be gored."

UNIVERSITY BILL. 
Mr. Duck said, in moving tho second 
reading of this bill: "I may inform the 
House that it ia not intended to ask for 
an appropriation at tdiiH time, although 
it is hoped the day is not. far distant 
when tlio Government may see their 
wtiy clear to contributo something in 
aid of so important and desirable an 
institution as a provincial university. 
It has long been the wish of our people 
that some effort should be made in this 
direction, and as the country increases 
in population and wealth the necessity 
for such an undertaking becomes inure 
and more apparent. There is, I believe, 
no other province in the Dominion that 
has not one or more universities. Even 
the young province of Manitoba bus one, 
besides a number of minor colleges. Of 
course, one of the principal difficulties 
with which we will have to contend 
m of this 
ways and 
d mainten- 
siteh insti- 
tutions are partly endowed by tho state, 
but derive their principal support from 
personal endowments, donations and 
fees. If wo are to have a university in 
British Columbia I take it for granted 
that it will have to bo supported in a 
similar way, and I have no doubt that 
when a beginning lias been made future 
developments will carry it forward to a 
glorious success. Wo have many 
wealthy people in this province who, I 
think, would contribute liberally to its 
support and cheerfully devise so that at 
death a portion of their wealth 
would become available to the ad- 
vancement of ao worthy an object. 
There is perhaps no one man iu British 
Columbia who ia possessed of sufficient 
wealth, or, if so, who would be willing 
to advance all tbe capital required for 
the construction of a university and en- 
dow it with the means of future support, 
although this has been done in other 
countries. As witness, tlio Gerard 
College of Philadelphia, tbe Johns Hop- 
kins University of Baltimore, the mag- 
nificent gift of Leland Stanford in aid of 
a university in California, and others 
that might be mentioned, Unfortunately 
for liritish Columbia, however, our mil- 
lionaires arc not so plentiful as they aro 
elsewhere, and even there it is seldom, 
very seldom indeed, that one rises to 
the position of a true philanthropist. 
It may be said that one free school sys- 
tem provides nil the advantages neces- 
sary for tho' acquirement of an educa- 
tion suitable to the wants of the province, 
but while admitting the value of our 
free schools as being superior in one 
sense and of greater usefiibied, covering, 
as they do, a more general warn than 
that which it is proposed to meet 
through a higher branch, nil will admit 
that if we desire to keep pace with the 
onward march of the world's progress, 
we should put our shoulder to the wheel 
and never ceaso our efforts until we 
have secured for British Columbia ti 
University that shall bo a credit to our 
people anil an ornament to the province. 
We have many young men and women 
here who are sufficiently advanced for 
matriculation, and who desire to obtain 
a university education. This they can- 
not do except by repairing to one of the 
oilier provinces, tho United States or 
fan ope, which necessitates their absence 
for the time being from home associa- 
tions at a time of life when parental 
restraint mid influence la most essential 
to their present and future well-being, 
Nor is this nil. Their attachment to 
their native country becomes, in it man- 
ner, alienated during their absence, 
while the money it costs to educate 
them abroad, and which goes to build 
up and enrich similar institutions in 
other countries, would go a long way to- 
wards supporting a university of our 
own. The object, then, of the bill is to 
prepare the way for the introduction of 
an institution where our sous and 
daughters may acquire a higher educa- 
tion than is attainable in the province 
at the present time. An in- 
stitution that shall be conducted 
mi wholly secular and non-sec- 
tarian principles, where no reli- 
gious dogma or creed shall he taught, 
and where the highest morality, from a 
natural and scientific standpoint, may 
be inculcated. There aro a number of 
public spirited people in this province 
who desire to take this matter in hand 
and carry it forward to a successful 
completion, and that they may start on 
a safe and permanent basis it is neces- 
sary that their efforts should be sus- 
tained by an act of tho Legislature. 
And hence I have much pleasure in mov- 
ing the second reading of this bill, feel- 
ing satislied that lion, gentlemen will 
assist me with it through its various 
changes, and rejoice to know that at 
last, there is a prospect of realizing for 
liritish Columbia an important and long 
felt want." 

Mr. Duck's remarks were received 
with applause from both sides of the 
House.

Mr. Martin, chairman of the Private 
Bills Committee said that they bad 
compared tbe bill with the Act of the 
B.C. Firo Insurance Co., in whioh no 
guarantee was demanded. 

Hon. Mr. Davie endorsed the con- 
tention of the hon. leader of tho opposi- 
tion, and stated that ho could not sup- 
port tbe bill in its presont form. 

Hon. M r. Robson said that a former 
insurance bill had been laid over, as 
$5,000 guarantee was deemed insuffi- 
cient. This company offered no guaran- 
tee at all, ami he did not think their 
hill could receive consideration. 

Mr. Anderson explained that tho 
promoters of the bill would have no ob- 
jection to providing suitable leourity, 
and on motion of Hon. J. ff. Turner 
the debate was adjourned until Friday.

Murray, Nicola; W. VV. Warren, Lad- 
nor'a Landing; P. MoF. Macleod and 1). 
Fraser, Victoria. Elders Hon. John 
Robson, J. C. Flett, Victoria; and L). 
C, McMorris, Karuloops. 

Rev. E. I). McLaren reported that he 
hud moderated in a call in the First 
church, Vancouver. It was in favor of 
Kev. T. C. .lack, of M aitlaml, N. S. , 
and parties supporting thin call, :m well 
as those in opposition, wero heard at 
length. On account of the want of 
unanimity the Presbytery declined to 
sustain the call. 

Rev. Mr. Macleod reported that he 
had held a meeting in St. Audrew's 
church, Nanaimo, for the purpose of | 
electing a pastor for that congregation.
